Gifts Restricted 


There are other restrictions. 
Only 100,000 West Berliners 
and only 8,000 West Berlin 
cars May cross to the east on 
any given day. 

This year West Berliners 
may not take gifts to their 
eastern relatives of precious 
metals or stones, new or used 
porcelain,- crystal, pyrex 
glass, optical instruments, 
meat or meat. products, eggs, 
lard, phonograph records, 
stereo tapes, leather. or fur 
goods, textiles, or any prod- 
ucts in sealed packages, cans 
or bottles. Thus the Commu- 
nists have limited gifts fo 
flowers, candies whose boxes 
open easily for inspection, 
loose coffee beans and toys. 

Berliners even 
with proper passes in hand 
have been turned_back when 
they reached the wall. Most 
notable. case was  Propst 
(Dean) Dr,- Heinrich Grueber 
of the Evangelical Church.
